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duties of my office, is highly gratifying, and will not failto produce 
renewed exzrtion t» promote the beft intereſts of my fellow · citizens. 
At the fame time it affords the pleafiag hope that my future fervices 
in the diſcharge of the duties of the office, which I have again nnder- 


taken, will be confidered with the fame indulgence- Without it, I 


fhould defpair of difcharging thofe duties in 4 fatisfaétory manner at 
this moft difficult and eventful period. 

The true patriot can ſubmit to no facrifice of truth or principle, to 
procure his own advancement, or promote the intereſts or views of a 
party. Men may change, and pacties may change—but truth, princi- 
ple and virtue are immutable. It ought, therefore, to be our firm 
determination to purfue the plain path of duty with fteadinefs and fi- 
delit 

Ti dedatitig my undeviating attachment to the principles of our 
wife and excellent fyftem of government, independently of ary re- 
gard, or blind devotion to thofe, who may have adminiſtered it, Iam 
fenfible that high founding profeffions are not the fureft teft of ſincer- 
ity, and fhall, therefore, only refer you to the general tenor of my 
conduct for future expectations. = 

Our foreign relatione and defenfive operations being exclufively 
committed to the management of the general government, excepting 
in particular cafes, in which affiftance may be required, our attention 
is principally confined to the local concerns of the ate. And it af- 
fords me great pleafure to have it in my power to obferve, that the 
internal quiet, fecurity and profperity of our fellow-citizens, for the 
year paft, has been unexampled for times like the prefent. 

~Juftice has been promptly, and, I believe, impartially adminiftered, 
the laws duly reſpected, and litigation gradually diminifhing—the nat- 
ural and certain conſequenee of a well placed confidence in an up- 
right and intelligent judiciary- Our fifcal concerns have been con- 
duéted with that fidelity and correctnefs, which were to be expected 
from the acknowledged talents and integrity of the officer at the head 
of that department. 

Our ſchools and feminaries of learning have not ſuffered that dim- 
unition and depreſſion, which might have been expected, excepting, 
thatit has been deemed advifable, that the operations of one neareít 
the feat of war ſhould fuffer a temporary fufpenfion, that, at a future 
and more favorable period, they might be renewed, under better prof- 
pects and with increafed vigor and energy- jÁ 

Fhe economy and correétnefs with which that liberal and humane 
inftitution, eftablifhed for the fecurity and correction of ftate crimin- 
als, has been conducted, affords the confoling proſpect of its great 
ufefulnefs to the community—evinces a general improvement in the 
fate of foeicty, and probably willafford fome revenue to the ftate. 

Notwithſtanding the corrupting and demoralizing tendency of a 
Rate of war, our citizens have enjoyed their civil and religious privi- 
leges in an unufual degree. : 

The diftinguifhed talents, integrity, and experience, of which your 
hcnorable body is compofed, will render-my duties lefs arduous, and 
afford a fure pledge to our coftituents, that their beft intereſts will be 
promoted. 

Man never appears in a more refponfible and truly dignified ſtation, 
than when called to act as a reprefentative of a free, iovereign, and 
independent people- We are felected from among our fellow-citi- 
Tens, not for the bafe and degrading purpofe of fecuring our own 
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promotion, aggrandizing our particular friends, or to favor the views 
and interefts of a party—butto confider the whole community as 
one common family, and, like faithful guardians of their rights, en- 
déavoür to promote the general welfare. l E 

Yours is the duty, and on you, gentlemen, refts the reſponſibility 
of ſelecting proper perſons to fill the various offices ir this tate for the 
enſuing year—pertoiis, to whom we may fafely trut the adminiftra- 
tion of juftite in all its important branches, and on Who we muft, in 
a great meafure, depend for the prefervation of the peace, and inter- 
nal quiet of the ftate. It will, likewife become your duty to ſelect a 
fiitab:e perfon toreprefent this ftate in the fenate of the United States, 
from and aftet the third day of March next. 

In the execution cf the(e important duties, the moft perfect confi- 
dence is entertained, that you wil, unbiaffed by local or party conſid- 
erations, be influenced by a ſingle view to the public good. 

The great importance of à well orgavized militia in a free ftate can- 
not efcape the notice of à wife legiflature. "Thé want of preciſion 
and energy in our prefent military ſyſtem mut be appareat to every 
man, who is cohverfant in military affairs—and demands a revifiou to 
Ade it to the exigencies; arifing from dur expofed fituation. It 
would be defirable, that the bürthen fhould be equalized, as far as is 
practicable, that the weight may not rct on thoſe who are leaf able 
to bear it. : 

We have a right to demand from the gereral government full pro- 
tection and fecurity. Still it is but too evident from paf experience, 
that much depends upon our own éxertions May not this confider- 
ation figgeft the expediency of adopting dome further meaſures for 
arming the militia, and providing field artiliery and munitions of war, 
which may be.applicab!e to fudder emergencies ? We have before us 
the example of many cf our fitter ſtates for raiſing a fall volunteer 
corps, chick may be relied on, in cafe of ſudden alarm, and ferve asa 
rallying point for other and efficient aid. mE 

As we are authorifed by the conſtitution to lock to the general gov- 
ernment for that protection, which our expofed ſituation may require, 
it muſt be perfectly evident, that the militia were only defigned to be 
called in aid of the regular force in particular Cafes. Thoſe inftances, 
which have occurred during the laft year, have been met by our pate - 
riotíc and brave citizens with a promptitude, fpirit and zeal which are 
highiy honorable to themfelves, and which render them worthy of the 
gratitude of their country. 

To meet a reque& of Gen- Macoms, for affiftanee, on the late in- 
curfion of the enemy, which terminated fo giorioufly for the Ameri- 
can arms, there being no portion of the nfilitia detached or called for 
by the Prefident, in conformity to the laws of the United States, it 
was confidered that a call upon our patriotic cirigens for their volun- 
tary ſervices was the only mode, by which cflicient and timely aid 
gould poffibly be afforded. . 

Ihc refuit bas been fuch, as many of you, gentiemen, have witnefi- 
ed. It far exceeded, in extent, our reafonable expectations. By it 

the enemy have been taught a ufzful, although mortifying leffon, that 
the foii of Freemen will not bear the tread of hoftile fect with impu- 
nity. l 

At the fame time. it reflects the higheſt honor on the patriotifmg 
fpirit and valor of ous fedow citizens, who, without diſtinction of 
age, character or party, were ready te brave danger, in its mof for- 
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midable appearance, for the defence of their country. And it weuld 
ſerm, that it cugbt to palfy the tongue of flander—every de firable ob- 
ject having been fecured, and in a manner the leaſt burthenfome aud 
offenſive to the feelings of a free and enlightened people. 


Mich is due to Gen. Strong, and our brave volunteers; and I am 
fequefted by tbe fecretary of war to prefent them the thanks of the 
general government © for their prompt fuccor and gallant conduc iu 
the late critical ftate of this frontier." ` :

Thefe gh rions achievements crc not furpoffid in the records of 
pavo on m itary warfare. New lustre is added to the national 
character. Rut the effects are more immediately experienced by the 
northern fedtrens of the ftates of Vermont and New-York. 


This late fecia! interference of the Almighty in our behalf, in 
complete.y de‘e:.tirg the hofti'e de ſigus of the enemy onc » vorthern 
borders, cannot ia'l to render it a fubje& of reſpectful leviflative no- 
tice. And although it may not be in our power to add tu the lau- 
yels cf t:ofc gaiart commanders, and their brave affociatcs, who, un- 
der providence, were the authors of our protection and ſafety, yet 
we mav expreſs out gratitude to heaven, and to them, fér fo great a 
de" verance.

And I confider, that 
we are now ſuffering the evils which have, from the miftakes and mif-

It therefore becomes us to look calmly aud firmly on our dangers, 


and meet them like men, who are mindful of what they owe to their 


own characters, and what they owe te their country.

That on the rft day of December, 18:3, there was belonging to the 
ftate, in cotton cloth and yarn, to the amount of D-2043, 91 ; alſo in 
outftanding debts, D. 055, 44, making D.3099;39 ; and there was an 
account for weaving, for one of the factories in the fate of Rhods- 
Iland. which was not at that time ſettled, but which has been fetiled, 
and paffed to the credit of the ftate, by the contractor · The credit 
on this 14th day of October, to the ftaté prifon, on their books, in- 
cluding the above fam of D. 3699,39, with D. 2500, drawn from the 
ftat: treafury, amounts to D. 13, era, 68; and the debt on faid book 
is D.5 719,71, leaving a balance of D.7294,97 in favor of faid prifon. 
Of the above amount, D. 1, 18 792 1-2,i8 charged to the contractor, 
and the contractor has credit for ſupplies, purehaſed for the faid prif- 
on, D.5679,43, leaving a balance againft the contractor, of D.6508, 
49 1-2; and D.786,47 1-2 is in debts due from individuals. The 
greatéft part of what is due from the contractor, is in cotton cloth 
and yarn, being in his hands and not difpofed of. There has been 
wove in the prifon, by the convicts, fince the rft day of December 
lat, up to and including the 14th day of October, 1814, 49,036 1-4 
yards of cloth, and the amount of the weaving is D. 4, 500, 77. 

There is now in:che prifon 69 convicts, viz: 68 males and 1 female. 
They are employed as follows, viz. cooks, 1 wafhing, making 
foap, &. x fizing yarn, 1 mending prifoners clothes, 1 fhoemaker, t 
joiner, r reed. maker, 1 black{mith, 1 warper, x making and mendin 
harneſs, x waiter in the weavers fhop ; the female is employed in ma- 
king fhirts, mending, &c- 29 are weavers, the remaining 27 aré'fpool- 
ers, quillers, doing a number of chores ; and the convaleſcent, fome 
of the laft 27, are old men, and do but little work, and fome are learn- 
ing to weave, that when any vacancy happens in the looms, by fick- 
neſs or convicts being difcharged, the looms may always be full of 
weavers, and thefe occafionally weave. On the ift day of December 
lait there was but 20 looms in ufe; they have been increafing, till 
there are 29 looms in operation. : 85 

The above ſtatement of our doings is as correct as it can now be 
made out, The contractor in his department, in order to make fa- 
vorable contracts, for the fupplies of the prifon, has made many of 
them for articles fome time before they were needed, for the- uſe of 
the priſon, which are as yet but partially fulſilled, and will not be 
completed before the rt of December next. The contract for weav- 
ing does not expire before that time; in payment for weaving, facto- 
ry yarn is received: a large quantity now remains on hand unfold, .al- 
though every exertion bas been made to make fale of thc fame. The 
fale will undoubtedly be confiderable the winter and {pring enſuing. 

Our commiffion for the laft year was made out in the uſual form, 
and forwarded to us, neither did we know at that time; and for fome 
time after, that a law was paſſed at the laft feffion of the legiflature,. 
making it our duty to make a report of our doings, and lodge the 
fame with the fecretary of ftate, by the third Thurfday in October. 
Contracts were therefore made with the keeper, affiftant "keeper, 
matter weaver, guards, &c- for one year, ending the 30th November, 
as ufual We tear that, in practice, inconveniences will arife, relative 
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to the act paffed November t6th, 1813- A new board of vifitors muſt 
be appointed and qualified before the zd Vhurfday of October, an- 
nually, at which time the authority of thofe appointed the preceding 
year ceafes ; will it generally be convenient on fome of the firft days 
of the feffion of the legiflature, to appoint the board of vifitors, and 
before any cxamination is made of the doings of the board the prece- 
ding year? » 

We have not fent a copy of the bye laws of the prifon, as there has 
been no alteration made in them this year ; we will therefore refer to 
the copy of the bye-laws of laft year. 

We beg leave to remind the hon. legiflature, that no perfon was 
appointed the laft year, as a committee to fettle the accounts of the 
board of vifitors, from December 1ft, 1812, to November 3oth, 1813.

TRE general affembly offer your Excellency their congratulati. 
ons, on your being again invited to the chief magiſtracy of this ftate- 
They are fenfible of the difficulties attending the adminiftzation of the 
government, in a time of extraordinary danger and calamity. And it 
is, therefore, with no ordinary ſatisfaction, that they are able to ex- 
prefs their unreferved approbation of the manner, in which the ardu- 
ous duties of Covernor of this ftate have been difcharged, during the 
pat year- p 

It muf alfo be gratifying to your Excellency, to have obferved, in 
common with the general affembly, that, during the paft year, there 
has prevailed, generally, through the ftate, more regard for good or- 
der and the peace of fociety, more refpect for individual rights, and 
for the majefty and authority of the laws, and more confidence in the 
judicial adminiſtration of juftice thanwe have witneffed in former years- 
Such facts are themſelves the highcft encomium on any adminiſtration, 
and cannot but produce a firmer reliance on the integrity and ability, 
with which the affairs of our ftate have been conducted * 


In the appointments to the feveral offices, and in the management of 
the ordinary bufinefs of the ftate, the general affembly will de gov- 
erred by the confideration, that the people are one common fa _ ily, 
and have a right to claim from the legiflature the prefervation of all 
their rights, and an unbiaffed regard to their general aud individual 
Welfare. 

The general affembly will particularly direé their attention to the 
exifting ſtate of our militia laws, and will cheerfolly adopt fuch mea- 
fures, as may appear to have a tendency to equaliz: the burdens of 
that honorable and meritorious clafs of our fellow citizens, or to give 
vigor and effect to the fyftem. 

The recent events on Lake Champlain and its vicinity have pro- 
duced, in the minds of every member or this affembly, emotions of 
aftonifhment and gratitude, proportionate to their importance and 
their extraordinary character. 

The meafures adopted by your Excellency to give the meft prompt 
and efficient aid to a fifter ftate, invaded by an overwhelming force, 
has our cordial approbation. And it cannot ceafe to be remembered, 
to the honor of the ftate of Vermont, that her citizens, with no ex- 
citement, but their love of country, and.no hope of reward, but in 
the confciouínef?; ot their having done their duty, without any dif- 
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tinction. of party, obeyed the call of your. Excellency, in fach numa. 
bers, as to fupercede a refort to the regular militia. l | 

To general STRONG, therefore, and to this diftinguifhed body of 
our citizens, who placed themfelves under his command, this ftate 
and the United States are deeply indebted. ` The only reward they 
fought they have completely obtained ; the difcomfiture of the, enemy 
and the gratitude of their country. 

On the fubject œ the victor: achieved by Commodore MACDON- 
ouGH and his aff .ciatés, on Lake Champlain, the feelings of this af- 
fembly are inexpreſſible. The great inequality of force, the fanguin- 
ary nature of the conteft, the inftances of individual heroifm, and, a- 
bove all, the immenfe importance of the refult to the people of this 
ftate, leave no room, but for emotions of wonder and gratitude. 

Of the honored individual, however, under whofe command fo 
much has been effected, this affembly cannot forbear to remark, that 
when, to every other quatification, which fits a man for command, ie 
added an individual character, amiable and humane, and of real piety, 
the character of the Chriftian Hero is complete, arid will be regarded 
with univerfal admiration ; 

The difaftrous termination of the late invafion of our country, we 
hope, will correct the prefumption of the enemy, and prevent a repe- 
tition of the inſult. Should that enemy, however, again be fo infatu- 
ated, as to miftake our reluctance to carry the ravages of war into his 
territory, fora want ofípirit to keep the foil of our own beloved 
country free from pollution, he will again learn, that, in tight of the 
invader, all divifions vanifh; that every heart will be determined and 
every arm nerved, to chaftife the aggreff or. 

Such is the difpofition of the people of this ftate, that it can never 
be made a queftion, whether the territory of a free people is to be de- 
fended, at the expence of all that is dear. To be prepared for this 
they muft not only forget the high and venerated character, which 
the fathers of our country have left in the memory of their pofterity ; 
but they muft lofe that fpirit, which they truf they have, in no ſmall 
meaſure, inherited from them. 

And, in cafe of actual invafion, it will make no difference, that 
the general government, whofe duty it is to provide adequately for 
our defence, gives no efficient protectien to this expofed frontier; 
but on the contrary, applies the refources drawn from this ftate to 
the profecution of abortive projects ot invafion, in a diftant part of 
the Union. This ftate, confident in ite ftrength, will not fail to pro- 
vide for the expulſion of the enemy. ! . 

At the fame time, itis-not to be denied, that the prefent is a period 
of great diflrefs and calamity. The fuffering of this ftate has not 
been inconfiderable, and, in many parts of our country, it is extreme. 
What greater evils are yet to be endured, by this abufed country, no 
human forefight can diícover. The termination of this unhappy war, 
may yet be far diftant. And it irrefiftibiy claims the confideration of 
every prudent man, whether thofe, who, without any adequate caufe 
or rational hope of fuccefs, and contrary te the warning aud entrea- 
ties of the beft and wiſeſt men our country can boaſt; exchanged a 
condition of peace and eminent profperity for the evils of a defoizting 
war, will ever be able to reftore this country to an honourable rank 
among nations- If, as in all other ciſes, we are to judge of the fu- 
ture, from our experience of the paf, what can be expected of thole, 
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whofe war of conqueft has been converted into a war of defence, 
defolating our own territory ; whofe fchemes, with very few except-

Excellency, that this ftate now holds a high rank among thofe, who 
are taking the lead in this indifperfible reformation. 

We muf be allowed to hope, that the fame ALMIGHTY BEING, 
who was the benefactor of our fathers, will yet direct the United 
States to their true interefts, and crown every juft meafuie for their 
fecurity with fuccefs. 

We reciprocate the affurance of our cordial co-operation, in every 
meafure, which has for its objcét the promotion of the public good-

Lo the honorable G- neral Aſſem'ly of the flate of Vermont, acw fitting : 


The corporation of the univerfity of Vermont deem it their duty, 
(independent of the report which will be made relative to their fifcal 
concerns) to report to the general affembly the caufes which have pro- 
duced a temporary fufpenfion of literary inſtruction in that inſtitution, 
in order that the legiflature may have an opportunity to decide, wheth- 
er the univerfity kas been properly rurfed and ſupported, and the in- 
tereſt of the fate undeviatingly purſued. 

The corporation have experienced many cifadvantages, neci ſſarily 
attendant upon a ftate of war, which has more paiticularly affected. 
the fcat of the univerfity of Vermont than any other part of the ftate ; 
it being the moft prominent mi‘itary poft, confequently ſubject to the 
many inconveniences naturally ariſing from the demoralizing habits 
of an army, efpecially in its early ftages ; and the increaf@@ price of 
every neceffary of life. It has been the earneft deſire of the corpora- 
tion, that the concerns of the univerfity might be kept wholly diſtiuct 
from, and unconneéted with, the concerns of the wat, in which our 
country is engaged; but owing to its contiguity to a military poft, 
aud other circumftances bryond tbe control of the corporation, the 
college edifice bas been furrendered to the ufe of the United States 4 
and fuffered a fimilar fate with feveral of our colleges during the rev- 
olutionary conteft ; and obtiged the corporation to fufpend. its operas 
tions for the prefcnt. 

Among the moft prominent of the caufes which have placed the in. 
Ritution in its preſt it ſituation, the cammittee, on behalf of the cor 
poration, would ftate the following : The great demand for provif- 
ious to fupply tHe army, and the large quantity purchaled by the a- 
gents of government, as a public depofit, neccffarily enhanced the 
price of almo& every article to nearly double their farmer value. This 
was ap evil very fenfibly felt by the corporation. They however con. 
tinued the infitution of commons, and no other injury than a finall 
advanced price of board was the conſeqence to the ftudents- 

In the ſummer of 1813, a large quantity of arme were, by the of: 
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Sers of the army of the United States, depofited in the college, and u 
guard of ſoldiers conftantly kept over them, without any confent or 
previous application to the corporation, and againft the orders of the 
officers of college. Injurious effects neceſſarily followed fuch a 
fate of things, and were rea! zed to a great extent. The premifes at- 
tached to the prefiient’s houfe, his garden, fences, &c- were laid 
wafe, and deftroyed 5 the foldiers ranged without reftraint through 
the halla, breaking open doors, and in the abfence of the ftudents, pil- 
fering their books and other articles, and by their tun ultuous behave 
iour, at all hours, rendered the refidence of the cfficcrs aud ftudents, 
within the walls of college, extremely unpleafaut ; and the regular 
courſe of inftruction and fludy almoft ufelefa. 

The beſt exertions of the cfficers of college were ufed to reftrain 
theſe practices of the foldiers, but to no effect. Under thefe embar- 
raſſments, the corporation and officers of college laboured to keep the 
inftitution in operation, urtil the month of March laſt, when applica. 
tion was made by Brig. Gen. Macomb, commanding the U. States 
troops, ftationed at Burlington, to rent the college edifice, for the ac- 
commodation of the troops under his command. A meeting of the 
corporation was called, who after conſultat ion agreed to rent the 
building to the United States, tur five thoufand dollars per year, and 
exchanged writings with the proper agent of government, to that ef- 
fect, with a further proviſioa, that the United Stat e fhould pay all 
reafonable damages, arifing from injuries done the buildings, while in 
their occupancy. 

In making this arrangement, the corporation felt no fmall degree of 
reluctance. They were aware of the unf»vrable effect which, in its 
firt appearance, it would have upon thofe whoare unacquainted with 
the circumstances, and which forced them to the alternative. Ano- - 
ther and moft powerful inducement, which finally induced them to 
the meafure, was the (trong probability, that even without their con- 
fent, the building would be taken by the United States, for the accom 
modation of the foldiers, Oi this fcarcely a rational doubt remained 
in the minds of the corporation or thc inhabitants of Buriington. Gen, 

‘Macomb was ftrenuoufly urged to the meaiure, by the officers under 
his command, for fu.ue time previous, as a matter of urgent neceffi- 
ty. 

In juſtice, however, to that accompli(hed cfficer, the corporation 
think it their duty to ftate, that hc expieffcd to them moft unequivo- 
cally, his reluctance in being compelled, in any emergency, to refort 
to ſuch a meaſure; but more than intimated the poſſibility of fuch an 
event, as there were not accommodations for even the fick of the ar- 
my ; and ftrong expectations were, at that time, entertained of the ar- 
rival of a large number of troops, to be flation.d on that poft. 

A confideration of the facts before ftated, the corporation humbly 
conceive. will juftify them in the courſe they have purfued. From 
communications heretofore made to this honorable body, it will ap- 
pear, that the corporation were ccnfiderably in arrear to the officera 
of college, on account of their refp: ctive falaries, ta the liquidation of 
which the funds were inadequate. This was a ftrong confideratiog 
for them to refort to fome «xpedient. for pecuniary relief. The one 
adopted has had the effect. E 

Notwithſtanding the prefent diſcouraging profpects, the corpora- 
tion are far from defpairing of its future profperity and ufefulnefe. — 
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They have.every confidence, that with the eontinued patronage of the 
Texte, and when the troubles on our frontier are paft, its operations 
will be renewed, under the moft flatterirg auſpices. 

From the report which the corporation will have the honor to make, 
as to their fifcal concerns, it will appear, that there will foon be ia 
Funds in advance, adequate to all their nece ſſities. 

The corporation are ſtill aware of the neceſſity of the favorable 
countenance and aid of the ſtate, to enſure the future utility and rep- 
utation of the inſtitution, which, in addition to the many intrinfic ad- 
vantages attached to it from its healthful and pleaſant fituation, the 
darge and elegant accommodations of the building, together with the 
flattering profpeét as to funds, affords a well founded affurance, that 
the univerfity will, ere long, prove an honor to its parent ftate, anda 
bleſſing and ornament to the cı untry-

I am ſorry not to have it in my power to give you a correct ftate« 
ment of the Britifh force approaching this place. From the beft ine 
formation I can obtain, which was from general Mooer, they are 
$000, or 9200 ftrong, all regular troops, except a few. Their artille- 
ry has not been made ufe of againft us as yet, although it is believed 
they have confiderable- I have been up the river this morning, five 
or fix miles, which was lined with the enemy on the north fide. They 
have made f:veral attempts to crofs, but without fuceefs. This is the 
line that is to be defended. . I have afcertained, to a certainty, the 

umber of militia from Vermont, now on the ground, well armed, is 
1812 ; from New-York 700. Regular troops under general Macomb, 
ke ſays, 2000. He treated me very friendly. I prefume Doct. Pome- 
roy gave you the particulars of the firft interview we had. We have 
ftrong expectations of 2000 detached militia, ordered out by general 
Mooer, arriving foon. He has written to governor Tompkins to fend 
on the militia, and fays he expects him in perfon- I hope you and 
our friends wiil fend four or five thouſand to our affiftance as foon as 
poffible, if you fhould think beft- If not, we fhall, if our courage 
holds out, keep clofe to them.

September 11, 1814 — Sunday, 7 o'clock, P. M. 
Drar Sir, 

We are now encamped, with 2500 Vermont volunteers, on the 
fouth bank of the Saranac river, oppofite the enemy’s right wing, 
which is commanded by general Brisbane. We have had the fatis- 
faction to fee the Britifh ficet ftrike to our brave commodore Mac- 
domough. The fort was attacked at the fame time, the enemy at- 


: tempting to crofs the river at every place fordab!e, for four miles up 


the river. But they were foiled at everv attempt, except at Pikes . 
encampment, where we now are. The New-York militia were poft- 
ed at this place, uncer Gens. Mooer and Wirght- They were forced 
to give back a few miles, uniil they were reinforced by their artillery. 
The Gen. informed me of his fituation, and wifhed for our affiftance, 
which was readily afforded- We met the enemy, and drove him a- 
crofs the river, under cover of his artillery. Our lofs is trifling. We 
tock twenty or thirty prifoners. Their number of killed is not 
known. We have been skirmifhing all day on the banks of the riv- 
er. This is the only place he croſſed, and he has paid dear for that. 
I prefume the enemy’s force exceeds the number I wrote you. What 
will be our fate to-morrow, [know not; but am willing to riſque the 
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oonlequenee attending it, being convinced of the bravery and Kill of 


my officers and men. We are abundantly ſupplied with ammunition > 
and provifions, from Gen Macomb. '

I received your letter of the rath inft. on my return to Burlington; 
where I had the fatisfaction of expreffiag your thanks to the citizens, 
who-had turned out to repel our invading foe at Piattfburgh. At the 
fame time, I was mortified'to hear citizens of a government like ours, 
where all officers are limited in their official powers, urging the pro- 
priety of that power being exceeded in an unconftitutional and a~bi-’ 
trary manner. We, as citizens, have rights fecured to us by the 
blood and wifdom of our forefathers. The conftitution wifely fee 
cures to us, certain rights and privileges, that ought not, and, I fay, 
with thoufaads of others, fhall not, be infringed on · The late invafi- 
on will convince our enemies, and our citizens at home, that our 
freedom and liberties are not to be taken by force or intrigue- 

I wrote you on the 11th. Nothing appeared to oppofe us on the 
12th, and we all left the ground in harmony, returning to our fami- 
lies, except a few, who were killed or wounded.

The above report exhibits to the legiflature the annual reeeipts and 
expenditures in the treafury of the corporation, commencing on the 
roth day of November, 1811, and ending on the acth day of October, 
18 14, being the period cf the prefent treafurer’s continuance in office« 
The report of his predeceffor, David Ruffell, Efq. commencing in Au- 
guft, 18 10, and ending in September, 1811, and which, marked 4, is 
herewith feparately exhibited. Andthe treafurer further reports, that 
in March laſt, the college edifice was by the corporation. rented for 
the ufe of the United States’ troops, for the term of one-year, for the 
fum of five thoufand dollars ; payable one thoufand dollars in advance, 
and the reſidue in quarterly payments of D. ooo, each.

The General Aſſembly affure your excellency, that, as faithful citi- 
zens, they deem it their indiſpenſable duty, to reſpect the conſtituted 
authorities, and while the exeeutive duties are faitbfully diſcharged, 
the obligations thereby impoſed upon us, cannot fail to command our 
united approbation and fupport, in a time of extraordinary danger 
and ca amity.

The recent events on Lake Champlain and its vicinity, have pro- 
duced in the minds of every member of this affembly, emotions of af- 
tonifhment. and gratitude, proportionate to their importance and exe 
traordinary character. We moft readily concur with your excellency 
in thofe teftimonials of refpect fo juftly beftowed upon the brave and 
accomplifhed General Macomb and his alike brave affociates in arms- 
His conſtancy, perfeverance and Spartan valor, have encircled his 
brow with a blaze of fpleudid glory, added much to our military re- 
nown and the ſafety of the fate. 

If timely aid had been folicited and promptly rendered by your ex- 
cellency, to reñk the late overwhelming force of the enemy on ouf

northern border, much greater and more glorious refults might reafor- 
ably have been expected. But it cannot ceafe to be remembered, to 
the honor of the ftate of Vermont, that her citizens, with no excite- 
ment but their love of country, and no wifh for reward but in the cone 
ſciouſneſs of having done their duty, without any diſtinction of party, 
obeyed the call cf patriotiſm in fuch numbers, as to ſupercede a refort: 
to the regular militia. ; 

_ To General Strong, therefore, and to that diftinguifhed body of our 
citizens who placed themfelves under his command, this ftate and the. 
United States are deeply indebted. The only reward they fought 
they have completely obtained—the difcomfiture of the enemy, and 
the gratitude of their country. T 

On the fubject of the victory achieved by Commodore Macdon- 
ough and his affociates, on Lake Champlain, the feelings of this affem- 
bly are inexpreffible. The great inequality of force, the fanguinary 
nature of the conteſt, the inſtances of individual heroifm, and, above 
all, the immenfe importance of the refult to the people of this (tate, 
Jeave no room but for emotions of wonder and gratitude. 

Of the honored individual, however, under whofe command fo much 
has been effected, this aff-mbly cannot forbear to remark, that when 
to every other qualification which fits a man for command, is added 
an individual character amiable and humane, and of real piety, the 
character of the Chriftian hero is complete, and will be regarded with 
univerfal admiration. 

The diſaſtrous termination of the late invafion of our country, we 
hope, will correct the prefumption of the enemy, and prevent a repe- 
tition of the infult. Should that enemy, however, again be fo infatu- 
ated as to miftake our reluctance to engage in this jaft and necefiary 
war, for a want of fpirit to keep the foii o£ our beloved country free 
from pollution, he will again learn, that in fight of an invader, all di- 
vifions vanifh ; that every heart will be determined, and every arm 
nerved to chafiile the aggreffor. 

Such is the difpofition of the people of this ftate, that it can never 
be made a queftion, whether the territory of a free people, or its un- 
alienable rights, are to be defended at the expence of alt that is dear. 
To be prepared for this, they muft not only forget the high and vene- 
rated character which the fathers of our country have left in the mem. 
ory of their pofterity ; but they muſt lofe that fpirit which they truſt 
they have, in no {mall meafure, inherited from them. 


We derive peculiar pleafure from the reflection, that the generai 
government have afforded all that protection to this ftate which the 
limited force under their control, and the means in their power, would 
reafonably admit ; and that the expences incurred in defending our 
expofed frontier, have more than overbalanced the refources which 
have been drawn from this ftate for the fupport of the war in which 
our government reluctantly engaged. 

It is, however, not to be denied, that the prefent is a period of 
great diftrefs and calamity. The fuffering of this ftate has not been 
inconfiderable, and in many parts (from the barbarous fpirit with 
which the war is waged by our enemy) it is extreme. What greater 
evils are yet to be endured by this abufed country, no human fore- 
fight can difcover. The termination of this war may yet be far diù 
tant ; but it becomes us to look coolly on our dangers, and it irrefift- 
tbly claims the confideration of every prudent man, whether the ime

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portant crifis has not now arrived, when it becomes every lover of 


freedom, (regardleſs of all ſpeculative opinions, reſpecting the juſtice, 
neceſſity or origin of the preſent war) to rally round the ſtandard of 
our beloved country, ſtrengthen and uphold the arm of government 
by union, and heartily join in defending and fupporting our deareft. 
interefts, until a fafe and honorable peace can be obtained. 


If fuch an afpect could be given to our national affairs, America, the 
only land of rational liberty, the pride and boaſt of all its true vota- 
ties in every part of the globe, would foon reaſſume a dignified (tation 
àmong the nations of the earth, and be reftored to her former unex- 
ampled ftate of profperity. Heroes and foldiers would rufb from our 
mountain fides, and from every fection cf the union, fly with zeal to 


the poft of danger, and teach our inveterate and implacable enemy, 


that the foil of freemen is ſacred, and repulfive to the hoftile touch of 
all tyrannic invaders. 

When thefe defirable events take place, we fhall be happy in being 
able to congratulate your excellency, that the ftate over which you 
prefide, will hold a diftinguifhed rank among thofe who are now ta- 
king the lead in this indifpenfable reformation. 


. We confidently hope, that thefame Almighty Being who was the 
benefactor of our fathers, will fo direct the deftinies of the United 
States as to crown every juft meafure for their fecurity with ſueceſs. 
We reciprocatefthe affurance of our cordial co-operation in every 
meafure, which has for 1ts object the promotion of the public good.

They arrived 
at Williams’ tavern, in Littleton, in the evening; it was very dark, 
eold and rainy, and they Pt up for the night ; the petitioner ther 
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conduéted the prifoner to the kitchen fire, and there left him incharge 
of the three keepers, while he went to prepare another room, and. ob- 
taia fome refrefhinents. During: this time, aud while the pꝛiſonar and 
the three keepers were ſtanding by the fre, drying and warming 
themfelves, a woman, wzo.. was preparing their fuppers, happened to 
open à door which communicated with the wood-fhed ; whereupon 
the prifoner fprang from the three keepers, and with one leap paffed 
the door and efcaped. ‘Notice was given to the petitioner, who, with 
the keepers, and fuck other affiftants as could be obtained, went 
immediately in fearch-of the priloner'; that they continued their 
fearch through that night, and until twelve o'clock the next day, but 
to no effect. That the. pétitioner. then iffued- his. advertiſements. of 
fering a reward of: fifty. dollars for the apprehenfion of faid Winflow; 
and: ſent them to. different parts of the country; and on the 6th day 
of May, 1814, the petitioner received the following letter, to wit.

That on the receipt, of this letter, the petitioner procured a waggon 
and two horfes, and one affiftant, arid on the 9th of May afterwards, 
and with the advice of Mr. Foot, then and now ftate'sattorney in 
fa d county of Effex, went to Dedham in full expectation of obtain- 
in g the body of the faid Mark Winflow ; but on, his arrival there, he 
found that t^e faid Mark Winflow was held in goal on a warrant 
from Mr. Ju&ice Chickering, in Norfolk county, for paffing counter. 
feit money in the commouwealth of Maffachufetts, and that. he had 
not then taken hia trial; copies of the warrant, and certificates of the 
goaler were exhibited to the committee.

The minority in the vote on the paffage of the bill, dividing the 
town of Wind ſor into two feparate towns, effer the following reafons 
for diffent from faid vote, to be entered on the journals of the houfe, 
namely : 

Becaufe the realoms ftated in the petition do not, in our opinion, 
afford any rational arzument in fupport of fuch diviſion. It has alfo 
appeared to our fatisfaétion, that the freemen of faid town have, from 
its organization to the prefent time, enjoyed a uſual degree of harmo- 
riv and good underftanding, and that no evidence has been obferved 
in proof of any petition having been circulated, at any town meeting 
called, or any meafure whatever ado[ted in relation to a diviſion of 
faid town, until within a few weeks pat- It appears in evidence, that 
195 perfons o:ly have petitioned for a divifion, and that 270 have re- 
monſtrated againft it; in addition to which, that a town meeting was 
legally warned and holden on the fubject, which produced a unani- 
imous vote againft faid divifion ; that not more than ove z5;*d.of the 
whole freemen of faid Windfor were in favor of a divifion all of 
whom refide in the eaſt parifh ; and that nearly one hundred freemen 
in faid eat parih, together with all the freemen in the weft parifh of 
faid town, were decidedly in oppofition to fuch a divifion. 

Becaufe we confider it to be highly improper and inexpedient to in« 
creafe the number of reprefentatives in the general affembly, believing ~ 
the delegation already fufficiently numerous. We are alfo aware that 
the divifion of towns is eftablifhing a dangerous preeedent, inaímuch 
as many other towns in various parts of the ftate have, at leaft, equal 
claims to divifion as thofe of Windfor, (being about fix miles fquare) 
which may tend to excite jealoufy, difcord and difunion amiong the 
people ; and that, inftead of uniting the inhabitants of faid town, we 
believe it will create a fpirit of animofity and afperity, as impofing 
upon them an a£ which a large majority of the freemen have manful- 
ly and promptly, in an official manner, and in reſpectful terms, fol- 
emnly remonftrat-d againft. 

Becauſe we confider it unconftitutional to diffolve corporate bodies, 
or abolifh chartered privileges, as incompatible with the fpirit of our 
government ; which privileges can never with propriety be abrogated 
but by a voluntary furrender of fuch rights and immunities by the 
confent of fuch corporations. And we not only believe it to be whol- 
ly unneceſſary and inexpedient to divide faid ‘own of Windfor, but 
that the real object is an increafe of rcprefentation of a favorable po- 
Bitical caf, for the ng a power; and that from party views a- 
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lone, have a bare majority of ‘this houfe trampled on the rights and 
broken down the ancient privileges of a refpectable corporate town, 
apgahift the wifhes of an overwhelming majority, evidently with a view 
to further the political influence of the minority of faid town: - 


Becaufe we confider the divifion of the town of ‘Windfor to be an 
unwarrantable affumption of power on the part of this legiflature, un- 
exampled in the hiſtory of this ſtate, or in the records of legiflation $ 
that it is a moſt flagrant. innovation. upon the rights of freemen, and 18 
totally repugtiant to every principie of our invaluable. conftitutiòn. 


With thefe views and impreſſtons, from a careful. and candid exams 
ination of all the fa&s prefented, we utterly difapprove of the bill for 
the diviſion of the town of Windſor, and enter dur folemn proe? a- 
gainft the pgffage of the fame, on the journals of the houfe. ^

The minorit y in the vote p-ſſing the anſwer to his excellency’s 
ſpeech, prefented the following proteft, viz. 


To the honorable the General /1/mBlg of the flate of Vermont. 

The underfigned, members of faid affembly, beg leave refp-&fully 
to proteft againft the anfwer to the fpecch f his excellency the gov- 
ernor, which has been adopted by this affembly, and againft which 
they voted for the fol owing reafons— 

We cannot, confitent with a proper regard for truth, join in the 
declaration, that ** during the paft year there has prevailed generally 
through the ftate, more regard for good order and the peace of focie- 
ty, more refpect for individual rights and for the majefty and authore 
ity of the laws, and more confidence in the judicial adminiftration of 
Juſtice, than we have witneſſed in former years.“ 

That for the whole of the paſt year the laws of the United States 
have been entirely difregarced and boldly fet at defiance, in the prof- 
ecution of a continued and iimoft uninterrupted illicit intercourſe be- 
tween this flate and tke Britiíh province of Lower Canada, is a truth 
which it is in vain for this houfe to endeavor to ſuppreſs or to.contra- 
dict. In addition to every other kind of unlawful commerce, our 
enemy, contrary to the moft facred and fundamental principles 
of law and juitice, has conſtantly been, and Killis continually 
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fupplied from among us, with proviſions and other neceffaries of war, 
for the fupport of thofe.very armies and flects againft which we are 
contending, aad which are deftined for our deſtruction. And it is 
with the deepeft regret we are compelled to ftate, that from the fanc- 
tion and encouragement which have been afforded to thefe treafona- 
ble practices, by a portion of our citizens,-it has been utterly impof- 
fible to prevent or to put an end to then commiffion. Every difficul. 
ty and obſtruction have been thrown in the way of the execution of 
‘the laws: and the officers of the United States, who are appointed to 
enforce them, have been almoſt daily refitted with force and violence 
in the performance of their duty, by the abandoned violaters of the 
laws, and their unprincipled fupporters, who have thus, regardlefs ot 
every tie which binds man to man, and man to his God, openly in- 
ſulted ** the majefty and authority of the laws,” and wantonly trame 
pled under foot * the good order and peace of fociety-”” 


The name of General Macomb, the brave defender of Plattfburgh, 
has been denied a place in the faid anfwer. This officer bore a very 
diftinguifhed part in **the recent events on Lake Champlain and its 
vicinity, which have produced in the minds of cvery member of this 
affembly emotions of aftonifhment and gratitude, proportionate to 
their importance and their extraordinary character." Juſtice aud 
gratitude, therefore, alike demand, that while fpeaking of thofe inter- 
efting events, we fhould not withhold from Gen. Macomb that fhare 
of praife to which he is fo highly entitled, and that tribute of applaufe 
which he fo richly merits. 

It is ated in the faid anfwer, that meafures were adopted by his: 
excellency the governor, ** to, give the moft prompt and efficient aid 
to a ſiſter ſtate, invaded by an overwhelming force," and that the vol- 
unt<ers from this ftate, who lately croffed the lake for the defence of 
Plattfburgh, turned out at the call" of his excellency. 

We are not of that clafs of men who devote their time and their 
talents tothe unholy work of flandering and traducing the public au- 
thorities of our country, or any portion of them. And we fhould 
difdain the idea of refufing to any public officer any credit to which 
he might have claim—and more efpecially, of denying to the chief 
magiſtrate of this ftate, the ** cordial approbation" of this houſe, ia 
any inftance in which it might be juſtly his due; but while we are 
thus oppofed to flander and detraction, we are on the other hand un- 
willing to lavifh unmerited encomium, or to beftow unmerited ** ap- 
probation.” 

The true patriot can-fubmit to no facrifice of truth or principle 
to procure his own advancement, or promote the interefts or views of 
a party. Men may change, and parties may change, but truth, prin- 
ciple and virtue are immutable. It ought, therefore, to be our firm 
N to purfue the plain path of duty with ſteadineſs and fi- 

eiity— 

Impreſſed with theſe ſentiments, we feel compelled to refit a bold 
affumption of facts which we conceive have not the leat exiſtence 
' whatever, and by which, if they were fuffered to be propagated from 

this houfe in an official form, without contradiction, the public mind 
might be deceived and mifled. What were “the meafures adopted 
by his excellency, to give the moft prompt and «fficieat aid to a fif- 
ter ſtate, invaded by an overwhelming foice," which are alluded to in 
‘the an[wer ? When—where—and how was that call’? made, in obe- 
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dience to which it is alledged the volunteers turned out for the relief 
of Plattiburgh ? Surely every perfon the leaft acquainted with thofe 
tranfactions well knows, that the volunteers, fo far from turning out 
at the ** call? of his excellency, left their homes and croffed the lake, 
with a general underftanding, that he had determined to do nothing 
for the relief of. Gen. Macomb, and with the ftrongeft fentiments of 
diſguſt and diffatisfaction againſt him- But without traveling beyond 
the records of this houfe for evidence on the ſubject, the documents 
whith have been produced by his excellency the governor, abun- 
dantly prove the following facts : i 

That bis excellency received Gen. Macomb’s firit communication, 
in which he was informed that the enemy were at Champlain, advan- 
cing in full force towards Plattſburgh, on the firft day of September 
laft ; that he received the fecond communication on the 4th day of 
September laft ; and that from the time he received the firft applica- 
tion until he received the laſt, a fpace of at leaft three days, (during 
which there was every reafon to believe that our army was in the 
moft imminent danger) he took no meafures nor made any prepara- 
tion to afford aſſiſtance to Gen. Macomb ; nor did he give the leaft 
indication of an intention to do any thing, in any event whatever ; 
tbat when he received the laft application, on the fourth day of Sep- 
tember, he did nothing more thau merely to write a private letter to 
Brig. Gen- Newel, recommending it to him to make a “call” on his 
bigade for volunteers, and that even this was only done at the fug- 
geſtion of Col. Elias Faffet ; that he utterly refufed to order the m 
litia out of the ftate, and he publifhed no proclamatión, nor made an 
* call? for volunteers, to go to the relief of our army at Plattfburgh . 


We cannot confcientioufly difcharge the duty we owe to our- 
felyes, and fu'fil the obligations we have contracted with our con- 
ſtituents, without remonftrating againſt that part of the anſwer 
which contains charges and imputations injurious to the adminiftra- 
tion of cur national government. 

The affertion that the general government“ gives no efficient pro. 
te&ion to this expofed frontier," appears to us to be as illiberal as it 
is urfonaded.. Candor will admit, that under the exifting circumftan- 
ces cf the country, this frontier has had its full fhare of the attention 
of government. The brilliant naval victory on lake Champlain, has 
proved that the means afforded for our protection by water were am- 
ply ſufficient; the fignal defeat of Sir Gecrge Prevoſt's powerful ar- 
my, eftablifhes the fact, that the force furniſhed to defend us on land, 
with what affitance might obvióully be obtained in the vicinity of our 
army, and which, when wanted was obtained, was perfectly “ effici- 
ent.“ 

The infinuations that the war in which we are engaged, was ** de- 
clared without any adequate cauſe or rational hope of ſucceſs; and 
that cur own government is the caufe of whatever ** diftrefs and ca- 
lamity? have befallen us, have been fo often made, and fo uniformly 
refuted. that we fhall only exprefs our mortification, that this houfe 
Íncu!d have io far departed from its becoming dignity, as to fufter a 
repetition of thefe unnatural aad worn out charges to ſtain its re- 
cords, 

It has been a fcurce of painful regret, that there exifts in the bo- 
fom of our country a fet of reitiefs and ambitious men, who feem de- 
© termined to poffeis the power and cfliecs ofthe nation, or to ruin the 
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eountry ; men who, having many years fince juſtly forfeited and en- 
tirely loft that ſhare of public confidence, which, “ through the ma- 
zes of political turpitude,” they had once obtained and for a while en- 
joyed, are inceffantly laboring to deftroy the well earned famé of 
thofe for whom they have been difcarded. And it irrefiftibly claims 
the confideration of every prudent man, whether thofe who, without 
any adequate caufe, or rational hope of fuccefs, and contráry to the 
warning and entreaties of the beft and wifefe men our country can 
boaft," are endeavoring to wreft the power of the nation from the 
hands of our prefent rulers, by a co-operation with the common ene- 
my, in reviling our government, and embarraffing all its operations, in 
difcouraging and preventing enliſtments in our army, and in with- 
holding the means in their power, neceffary to carry on the war, 
ought to be elevated to the places of men ** much more diftinguifhed 
for vigor and ability" as well as integrity. 

For thefe reafons, we prefent this our folemn proteft, againft the 
faid anfwer to the fpeech of his excellency the governor, to be entered 
on the journals of this houfe.

formation, by means of which faid counterfeiters were apprehended 
at Shrew fbary, in this ftate, about the lift of January, 1807—that he 
was apprehended with them and held to bail with the others —that he 
alſo became bail for one of faid culprits, from which he has fince been 
difcharzed by a fpecial act in his fivor—that fubfequent to this, in 
1807, the petitioner was inftrumental in detecting feveral other coun- 
terfeiters in the county of Windfor—that confiderable fume were by

thefe means paid into the treaſury of this ftate by the forfeituré of 
bonds, and fundry convictions were obtained—that by the flatement 
of the petitioner, he incurred great expenfe in the above bufinefs, and 
for compenfation for the fame he applied, and continued to apply to 
faid banks, who finally refufed to make the compenfation requefted, 
excepting the fum of twenty five dollars, recovered by him, of the 
Prefident of one of ſaid banks—that he now prefents an account a- 
gainſt this ſtate for cxpenfes in faid bufinefs, amounting to D.708,67 
exclufive of an item for eleven months time, and his ufe of horſe not 
eftimated, and claims compenfation for the fame-

paffed November 2, 1800, would, in their opinion, if duly enforced, 
pes in a great degree, if not wholly, the external violation of the 

ord's day. To the non-execution of thefe laws, your commiitee 
believe, it is in a great meafure owing, that the Sabbath is fo frequent- ` 
ly profaned by labors in the field and fhop, by travelling onthe high- 
way,and by vainand vicious amufements. Such profanation, your 
committee are fully fenfible, has become greatly prevaient; and the 
evil effects of it cannot be too deeply deplored. 

The Sabbath was appointed by the Almighty for the benefit of 
man, and is one of the richeft bleſſings ever beftowed on the world- 

On the due obfervation of this day, and a proper attention to that 
moral and religious inftruction it is deſigned to afford, and without 
v hich fuch inſtruction would never be generally enjoyed, depends all 
that is valuable in ſociety, and all that is dear to the hopes of mortals- 

Your committee cannot, therefore, hefitate to declare, that every 
wanton violation of the Sabbath is an injury of vital importance to the 
community: that it merits the indignant frown of every good citizen, 
and the penalty prefcribed by law: Still, it is believed, that all pen- 
al laws for the fuppreffion of immorality muft be preceded by public 
fentiment. Under thefe impreffions, your committee recommend the 
adoption of the folle wing refolutions, viz. 

Refovied, That the clerk of this houfe procure to be printed nine 
hundred copies of this report and refolutions, and caufe them to be 
diftributed to the feveral towns in this ftate, by the members of the 
general aff:mhly ; and that the fame, together with the acts therein 
mentioned, relating to the Sabbath, be annually read in every town- 
meeting at which town officers are chofen, previous to fuch choice ; 
thatthe inhabitants my be induced to conficer the neceffity of elect. 
ing men, who are friendly to the interefts of morality and religion, 
and who will fupport with their influence and authority the laws in 
their favor. l 

Refolved, alfo, That all minifters ot the gofpel, of every denomina- 
tion, within this ftaté, be requefted to read this report to their refpec- 
tive congregations on the Sabbath; and alo very frequently to in- 
culcate, in their difcourfes, the importance of the Sabbath, the great 
advantages refulting from a due obfervance of it, and the injurious 
effects which muft inevitably refult to fociety from its profanation.
